The  bridge  lights  were  never 
restored  and  the  temporary  fencing  has  become  unsightly  and  dangerous  to  pedestrians.  The  amount  of  litter,  drug 
paraphernalia  and  rotten  food  is  atrocious.  Who’s  idea  was  this  to  begin  with?  What  was  the  thought  behind  it? 


Going  into  the  New  Year,  we  are  hopeful  that  this  encampment  (possibly  the  worst  in  the  13th  district),  can  be  cleaned  up 
and  maintained  better.

Regarding  the  site  you  mentioned,  you  are  correct  in  that  it  is  CalTrans  right-of-way  and  the  City  has  no  authority  over  it. 
Unfortunately,  I  do  not  know  what  criteria  CalTrans  uses  to  implement  these  hardscaping  projects  so  I  cannot  speak  to 
how  or  why  they  chose  that  location,  among  others.  Given  that  CalTrans  is  a  State  agency,  your  State  Assembly  Office, 
and  your  State  Senator's  Office  would  be  able  to  better  direct  CalTrans'  regional  operations  to  address  your  concerns,  as 
the  State  Assembly  and  Senate  fund  that  agency. 

Prior  to  your  e-mail,  I  had  already  opened  a  ticket  with  CalTrans  about  the  site  in  question,  and  flagged  it  to  our  CalTrans 
representative.  In  the  future,  please  feel  free  to  send  me  your  Service  Request  Number  so  that  I  can  flag  it  to  him. 

Though  I  do  not  have  any  access  to  information  concerning  when  and  how  often  their  problem  sites  will  be  able  to  get 
addressed,  I  have  previously  worked  with  him  to  address  other  sites  that  easily  traverse  City  and  State  jurisdiction,  which 
is  an  ongoing  issue  impacting  homes  in  your  neighborhood  specifically  given  the  close  proximity  of  both  jurisdictions. 

I  will  follow  up  with  our  CalTrans  rep  to  see  where  we  are  on  the  process  here,  but  please  be  advised  that  apart  from 
doing  that,  my  ability  to  coordinate  in  greater  detail  is  highly  limited  due  to  the  site  being  out  of  our  jurisdiction.

They  are  in  such  dire 
need  of  so  many  different  services  besides  shelter.  I’ve  noticed  the  encampment  along  Oakwood  has  grown  really  big 
and  dense...  I  imagine  it’s  the  adjacency  to  PATH? 

When  we  moved  into  this  area,  we  realized  the  proximity  of  the  encampment  under  the  bridge.  It’s  just  shocking  that  in  3 
years  it’s  grown  3x  bigger —  we  thought  by  this  time,  it  would  be  getting  smaller  with  solutions  being  talked  about  and 
potentially  implemented.

Just  following  up  on  the  below: 

I’ve  been  in  touch  with  CalTrans.  They  were  helpful  in  explaining  what  they  can  do  and  where  their  limitations  lie  such  as: 

-  No  Sidewalks  (city  must  respond  to  encampments  on  sidewalks) 

-  Can  not  remove  homeless  persons,  only  the  trash/litter  they  or  their  encampments  produce. 

As  described  to  me,  CalTrans  only  responds  to  land/easements  that  are  adjacent  to  the  state  highways.  Should  there  be 
an  issue  with  folks  that  comprise  the  encampments  then  CHP  and  a  local  Officer  need  to  be  contacted.  Is  that  accurate? 


More  Recently,  the  Hoover  encampment  is  on  the  sidewalk  and  is  so  large  that  no  pedestrian  or  wheelchair  can  use  the 
sidewalk.  Completely  obstructed  with  tents  and  trash-  Absolute  public  safety  violation. 

While  many  residents  keep  filing  complaints  and  service  requests  via  311,  this  should  not  be  part  of  our  weekly,  taxpayer 
responsibilities.  Our  Neighborhood  would  like  to  gather  a  “Call  to  Action”  regarding  the  encampments  at  Hoover/1 01 
and  Virgil/1 01 .  There  are  at  least  75  neighbors  whom  have  expressed  a  desire  to  come  together  as  a  community,  voice 
our  concerns,  discuss  solutions,  understand  what  our  local  and  state  authorities  are  doing  and  how  we  can  all  come 
together  regarding  this  issue.  I  realize  It’s  a  very  sensitive  issue-  not  just  to  our  neighborhood,  but  statewide. 

We  would  like  representatives  from  CHP,  local  police,  Mitch  O’Farrell  and  perhaps  several  homeless  organizations  (ie 
PATH)  to  be  part  of  this  civil  community  gathering. 

Is  that  possible?  If  so,  are  there  recommendations  where  we  can  organize?  I  was  hoping  a  community  room,  church  or 
small  theater  might  volunteer  space. 

Please  let  me  know  your  thoughts  on  this.
